The power of congress to estab- 
lish a holiday is limited to 
the 


District of Columbia and the ter- 
ritories.

.nearly two hundred members, who are divided into companies with 
one captain and ten privates. 


The first purpose of this league is to make Meridian the best 


flity. 
To this end its boys and youths are being trained in those 


qualities designed to make them desirable citizens as well as men 
of honor and integrity. In order to make it the cleanest city it 
has ibeen divided into districts patrolled 'by the Juvenile Police 
fatrol, itibeing the duty of this orgHnization to keep the streets and 
alleys free from paper, tin cans, und other refuse 'which usually 
litters them. 


There is just enough military precision in the system to stimu- 


late the boys' interest. Once a week they hare a regular drill, go- 
ing through various tactics with iheir pa-pcr-grabs, 'which iifTonis 
them much pleasure, and occasionally they have an outing in the 
park. At such times it is usually arranged to have-some influ- 
ential citizen address them on matters of the civic interest or char- 
acter 'building. 


The members are required to speud thirty minutes each day in 


picking up papers, leaves, tin cans, and other refuse in their dis- 
tricts. The captain then burns all the combusti'ble material in a 
wire trash-burner, and the tin cans, etc., arc piled up and left for 
the city wagons to haul away. 


The discovery of any dead animals, stagnant water, or other 


Unsanitary conditions,, likewise streets and sidewalks in noed of 
repair are reported to the proper r.ity oft'inials. 
The work of the 


Juvenile Police Patrol lias made a marked 
improvement, 
not 


only in the sanitary conditions, but in the appearance of the city. 
Streets and alleys which formerly worn continually littered with 
papers, tin cans, and trash of every description have been cleared 
of all refus.o and the city is cleaner today than it has 'been in many 
years. 


This work among the 'Tioys lias a two-fold purpose and the 


importance of each cannot 'be overestimated. 
A clean city pre- 


vents the spread of disease and is a sure sitrn of progressiveness. 
Bnd the training of these young boys for citi/pnslup i.s a work for 
which too much praise cannot be given.—Kmnictt K. Lowry in 
the March Mother's Magazine.

nearly two hundred members, who are divided into companies with 
one captain and ten privates. 


The first purpose of this league is to make Meridian the best 


"• city. To this end its boys and youths'are being trained in those 


qualities designed to make them desirable citizens as well as men 
of honor and integrity. In order to make it the cleanest city it 


: has "been divided'into districts patrollodby the Juvenile Police 
'Patrol, itibeing the duty of^this organisation.to keep the streets and 
. alleys free from' paper, tin cans, and other refuse which usually 
litters them. 


There is just enough military -precision in the system to stimu- 


late the boys' interest. Once a week they have a regular drill, go- 
; ing through various tactics 'with.their paper-grabs, which,affords 
, thorn much pleasure, and occasionally they, have an outing in the 
"park. At such times it is usually arranged to have some inilu- 
- ential citizen address 'them on matters of the civic interest or char- 
acter -building. 


The members are required to spend thirty minutes each day in 


picking up papers, leaves, tin cans, and other refuse in their dis- 
tricts. The captain then burns all the, combustible material in a 
wire trash-burner, and the tin cans, etc., are piled .up and left for 
the city wagons to haul away. 


Tim discovery of aiiy dead animals, stagnant water, or other 


unsauitary conditions, likewise streets and sidewalks in need of 
repair arc reported to the proper city officials. The work of the 
Juvenile Police Patrol has made. a.marked 
improvement, not 


only in the sanitary conditions, but in the appearance of the city. 
Streets and alleys which formerly-were continually littered with 
papers, tin cans, and trash of every description have 'been cleared 
of all refus.e and the city is cleaner today than it has been in many 
years. 
' 


This work among the, boys has a two-fold purpose and the 


importance of each' cannot 'be overestimated. A clean city pre- 
vents the spread.of.disease and is a sure sign of progressiveness, 
nml the training of these young hoys for citizenship is a work for 
which too much praise cannot be .given.—Emmett R. Lowry in 
the March Mother's Magazine.
